ITH the contribution of Harry F. Sinclair to both 


national political campaign funds in IftiO a new 


era in the relation of big business to politics was u>het*ed 
in. 
In so far as big business may desire pri\ ile^e from

The same interests have been known to contrib- 
ute to a certain party in one state and the opposite party 
in another state. 


But as to national campaign funds big business hith- 


erto has followed the practice of selecting the party 
whose supposed doctrines best served its ends and of put- 
ting all its money on one horse. Hereafter, we presume, 
the one-party method will be considered an unbusir.es.-v 
like assumption of risk. Gamblers were quite unatiiniou" 
in 1920 that the Republicans would win. Sinclair, how- 
ever, insisted on a sure thing. What he sought was not 
a" stake but political insurance. Politics may offer boun- 
teous prizes for those who seek favor by paying for it. 
Or it may be regarded as fire, casualty or cyclone, liabil- 
ity to which must be covered by a systematic distribution 
of premiums.

The Three Amendments 


/T\HERE will be two state ballots handed the voier this 
' i 
year as he enters the booth. 
One of these ballots 


contains three proposed laws, the Taft taxation measure, 
the Albaugh assessor's law and the old age pension law. 
Reference has already been made in this column to these 
three laws, the first two having already been passed by 
the legislature at its last session and referred back to the 
voters, and the third, the old age pension law being sub- 
mitted as an initiative measure. 


On the other ballot will appear three constitutional 


amendments. 
The first provides "compensation for all 


accidents and diseases arising out of unemployment." 
provides additional compensation in certain cases, abol- 
ishes "open liability of employers" and provides "a fund 
for the investigation and prevention of industrial acci- 
dents and diseases." 


This amendment has the support both of all the 


workers' organization? in the state as well as of the Ohio 
Manufacturers' Association and should be adopted. 
It 


was drafted by a special legislative committee and has 
the unanimous endorsement of the legislature. It assures 
the worker, or in the event of his death, his dependents, 
the compensation stipulated by law for injury or death 
caused by industrial accident or disease. 
Where the em- 


ployer has failed to comply with specific laws it gives the 
worker additional compensation. 


On the other hand it will put Ohio in line with other 


states having: a similar law by relieving the employer 
from ""operj liability." or litigation of an irresponsible 
character to socrre additional damages after the legal 
compensation has been paid. 
The amendment also pro- 


vides a fi;nd for accident prevention work and the saving 
of life and iimb. at a reasonable cost to the employer. As 
there Is n^ known opposition, at least in organized li-rm.
